Dear  Scotty* 

Thanks  very  much  for  your  letter*  It  sounds  as  though  you  are 
getting  real  results  on  your  survey*  It  does  seem  though,  doesn’t  it, 
that  the  cultures  of  the  Tampico  area  didn’t  extend  very  far  north  of 
that  place,  as  if  there  had  been  some  trade  into  an  area  of  distinctly 
primitive  cultures?’  You  may  remember  that  I  had  a  hunch  that  that  would 
be  the  case. 

The  Pueblita  site  on  the  other  hand  seems  to  indicate  a  northern 
extension  inland  from  the  coast*  I  hope  you  can  get  to  work  there.  The 
round  stone  houses  you  speak  of  seem  to  be  like  one  we  dug  at  Buenavista 
up  near  the  city  of  San  Luis  Potosi.  It  was  merely  a  circular  stone  wall 
with  about  eight  burials  inside  it  and  without  any  floors  or  other  fea¬ 
tures.  I  don’t  know  what  it  was  for.  On  the  Laredo-Mexico  City  highway 
just  south  of  the  crossing  of  the  Tampaon  river  (i  believe  it  is),  there 
is  a  big  site  with  what  I  believe  are  a  number  of  similar  mounds* 

Your  note  from  Pavon  on  the  codices  is  terrifically  exciting*  I 
would  very  much  appreciate  any  more  information  about  the  find  you  can 
supply. 

I  would  appreciate  a  paragraph  or  two  on  your  route  and  prelimi¬ 
nary  results  for  Notes  and  News  in  American  Antiquity  whenever  you  are 
prepared  to  send  such.  I  will  put  in  a  note  on  what  you  are  doing,  but 
it  will  be  just  a  couple  of  sentences. 

Things  are  normal  here.  I  will  not  be  in.  Mexico  this  winter  as 
our  baby  will  not  be  born  until  March.  I  am  hapj^  to  get  down  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  though  if  they  do  hold  the  Round  Table. 

Best  wishes  for  continued  good  luck.  My  best  to  Roberto  and  to 
Bias  Rodriquez  if  you  see  him*

Sc0tty, 

I  got  your  plate  and  your  letter  regarding  the  pottery.  I 
have  never  abated  the  sequence  you  proposed  about  ceramics, tho 
I  think  2rou  feel  that  I  did.  My  evidence  is  primarily  o  mound 
complex,  and  I  agree  with  you  completely  that  the  ner'mic  sequence 
is  what  puts  the  mound  complex  in  chronological  order.  ,7e  are 
now  in  substantial  agreement  about  the  periods  present  and  their 
order;  I  would  like  to  ask  the  following  questions. 

First, in  Kop°well  II  we  now  have  both  crib  burials  and  pit 
burials;  is  there  any  basic  on  ceramics  for  ividing  this  into 
two  periods; my  reason"  is  that  such  a  change  in  mound  complex 
would  presumably  indicate  either  a  considerable  time  span  or 
a  strong  cultural  shift ;at  it  is  we  would  have  to, put  both 
extremes  of  mound  construction  in  the  same  period. 

Second, you  say  that  "floor  burial" is  typical  of  period  I. 

As  I  remember,  the  only  example  of  floor  burial  without  log  crib 
w  s  in  one  of  the  Havana  mounds,  and  you  said  the  evidence  was  not 
certain  due  to  the  rush  you  were  in  at  the  time.  Can  this  be  taken 
to  indicate  a  rei.1  buri  1  type?  A  log  crib  or  crypt  is  indicated  by 
one  of  two  signs;  either  log  impressions  on  the  floor  around  the 
buri  al,  or  by  post  hole  impressions  around  the  burial.  °oth 
types  are  at  floor  level. 

Three »mayk0  1  shoould  wait  for  your  pottery  description  before 
asking  this,  but  here  it  is;  you  mention  for  ilopewellian  wares, 
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including  apparently  all  the  highly  decorated  and  limestone 
tempered  wares,  only  one  type,  “opewell  Zoned.  I  kn  w  what 
you  described  under  that  name,  but  do  you  extend  this  in  your 
analysis  to  include  the  related  wares  or  not.  griffin  has 
named  such  additional  types  as  Hopewell  ‘-■one  incised  and  stamped, 
Harksville  Z,0n-  Stamped,  Marksville  finger  marked  etc.  If 
3'ou  are  not  lumping  these  together,  then  what  do  .you  think  is  the 
distribution? 

I  think  the  best  way  to  handle  pottery  types  from  now  on 
is  to  use  the  method  of  biologists  and  give  type  name  and  originator, 
as  for  instance  Weaver  uord  Warked( WcNeish) .  I  even  plan  to  set  up  a 
few  types  of  my  own. 

I  notice  that  jrou  start  yo  r  periods  with  the  ap  earance 
f  Havana  stamp,  hen  we  conferred  ve  were  cal, ing"'rorton"  our 
oeriod  I.  Certainly  it  is  true  ceramically,  tho*  '  know  some  people 
would  disagree  on  the  basis  that  no  tnu  ope well  traits  are 
present.  Do  you  feel. ‘hat  we  should  drop  the  idea  of  ca  ling 
T orton  "Hopewell  i" ,  and  inst  ad  call  it  orton;  or  are  we  going  to 
apply  this  term  to  emphasize  the  continuity  which  is  obviously 
present.  *ou  a  parently  favor  limiting  Hopewell  to  the  periods 
‘which  have  the  "proper"  mound  complex.
